The moſt part of the 
French Churches have too much Veracity to deny ſo notori- 
ous an Accufation, and ſuch undoubted Truths, which have 
fo often made them ſhamęfully deplore; and at the fame 
Time that it diſhonour'd. them, has covered them with the 
utmoſt Confuſion. We ſhould perhaps have been as greedy 
as they are, had our Credit been as throughly eſtabliſhed ;
